AKRON (Colo.) April 12.—Five arrests 
have been made as a result of the in- 
vestigation of the Coroner’s jury into 
the death of Joseph Menan, who was 


assassinated near his ranchhouse, four- 


teen miles from here, on the night of 
April 5. The verdict of the Coroner's 
jury was that Menan was killed as the 
result of a conspiracy between George 
Tuttle, Perry Tuttle, Frank Irwin, El- 
mer #hanks and Clinton Dansdill, and 
that the lmmediate cause of his death 
weer four gunshot wounds inflicted by 
one or more of the above-named per- 
sons. All have been arrested, 
' It developed during the inquest that 
)-threatse had been frequentiy made 
again Menan’s life, ever since he killed 
John Irwin on last Christmas Day. 
George Tuttle is one of the best- 
known men in this section of the State. 
Perry Tuttle is his son, and is related 
to the iIrwine by marriage. Shanks is 
a cousin of the Tuttles, and Dansdill 
is employed by the elder Tuttle. John 
Irwin, whore killing is said to have 
started the feud, was a son-in-law of 
George Tuttle. 


CENSORSHIP OF PLAYS. 

VIENNA, April 12.—Premier Knebb 
has issued an important circular to 
the provincial Governor's revising the 
rules regulating the censorship of plays 
which have been praciically unchanged 
since 1850. One of the _most interesting 
provisions in the circular is the crea- 
tion of censorsmp councils, to which 
condemned plays must be referred, 
These councils will consist of three 
members, a government, a legal official 
arid an independent member. The lat- 
ter must be one especially acquainted 
with dramatic affairs, such as a 
critic or a literary man.

“] have no fear that the Supreme 
Court will reverse or seriously modify 
it. Public policy, public sentiment and 
established principles and precedents 
of law combine to sustain the Circult 
Court. From a commercial and prac- 
tical railroad standpoint, the sound- 
ness of the court's position is indis- 
putabie. It voices the judgment of 
probably nine-tenths of the most con- 
servative business men of the country.

BATTERY. 


N dicraten. ] That the strongest ar- 
gument for peace is readiness for. 
war would seem to be the excuse for 
Anson Phelps Stokes, the millionaire 
philanthropist, who has taken our let- 
ters patent for what is intended to be 
the most potent engine of destruction 
the world has seen. It is a floating 
battery, designed primarily for court 
defense, but which promises to be as 
deadly in offense. 

One of the most novel features of the 
design is its epherical shape. The boat, 
if boat it can be called, ts shaped al- 
most like an orange. and the two forty- 
ton disappearing guns, with which it 
is to be equipped, are built Into 
hull at the water line, in such a way 
that. as long as the ship keeps afloat, 
they cannot be damaged or put out of 
action.

His shots 
fai'ed to take effect, and the officers 
were after him in an instant, sending 
several shots after his fieeing form, 
one of which is believed to have struck 
the fugitive, who, however, continued 
his flight. 
Although he had the start of his pur- 
suers at first, they gained on him, but 
he succeeded in dodging into the 
brush and getting away. Although the 
officers made every effort, he could not 
be again located. His course when 
caught sight of was directly toward the 
Greenhorn Mountains on the other side 
of which is Tinn’s Valiey and Glenn- 
ville, from which points the distance to 
Porterville is insignificant.

LEYDEN HOUSE DOOMED. | 


One of Atlanta’s Most Historic Land- 
marks, Where Sherman Planned the 


March to the Sea, to be Destroyed. 
{BY DINECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ATLANTA, April 12.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Leyden House, one of the most 
historic landmarks of Atlanta, is g0- 
ing to give way before the general 
wave of prosperity that has been 
sweeping over Atlanta. In ante-bellum 
days Leyden House was the home of 
the family whose name it bears, It 
was one of the handsomest residences 
in this section of beautiful homes, and 
there the wealth and culture of the 
State were frequently assembled. 
During the siege of Atlanta the house 


was several times struck by Federal 
bullets, and the large tree which to- 
day stands in the front yard, and 


which must be removed for the new 


ball and its top cut off. 

When Gen. William T. Sherman 
marched into Atlanta at the head of 
the northern army, he selected Leyden 
House for Federal headquarters, and 


tered there. 

it was in the old residence that the 
famous “March to the Sea” was 
mapped out and plans leid for its 
successful conclusion. Becauége it had 
been headquarters, it was one of the 
few buildings which were spared when 
Sherman applied the torch to Atlanta 
and left it in ashes. 

Since then other and perhaps finer 
homes have been erected in the imme- 
Giate vicinity of the Old Leyden House, 
but none of them has succeeded in 
obtaining that air af comfort and lux- 
uriousness which surrounds the old 
pPlace.. With its columns and verandas, 
it is typica] of-the style of architecture 
that was popular In the Seuth before 
the war ,and it seems to have brought 
the charm and memories of that pe- 
riod through the hustle and energy of 
the fortv vears or more that have 
passed since it was first erected. 

Leyden House has been pointed out 
as a curiosity and landmark to the 


thirty years, and more than one North- 
erner has gone home again with all 
else obliterated from his mind’s eye 
save this one bit of ante-bellum pride 
and epirit and culture that has stood 
almost in the heart of the Gate City.

TALKS WITH CITIZENS. | 


While the 3-cent-fare proposition is 
agitating the public mind of this city, 
and nearly everyone is either defend- 
ing or attacking the proposed innova- 
tion, how many are there who speak 
from. experience with similar condi- 
tions, knowing anything. about the 
actual working of the 3-cent-fare idea? 

At the corner of South Main and 
Rice streets lives Dan F. Reynolds, 
formeriy assistant City Attorney of 
Cleveland, O. Mr. Reynolds heid h:'s 
office there and was later Councilman 
during the height. of the low-fare agi- 
tation in that city, which lasted dur- 
ing néarly all’ of the year 1897. 
| virtue of his office, a committeeship 
which he held, and a good deal of pub- 
lic spirit. Mr. Reynolds was thrown 
into the thick of the controversy. For 
months he devoted almost his whole 
time to the investigation of the propo-

Yet 
in all the places where a low fare has 
been tried, it has never proved a dis- 
tinct success. The city has always 
been the loser, tinancially, the lowest 
cash fare has always been five cents, 
and equipment, service, and everything 
connected with the lines has been at 
the lowest pitch of possible utility. 
“We finally started a measure 
known as the Reynolds ordinance, 
which provided to grant an extension 
to all the lines of Cleveland of nine 
years, in addition to the average iffe 
of the franchises, sixteen years, to have 
tickets sold at the rate of six for 29 
cents, to have universal transfer given, 
and lastly to turn a certain per cent. 
of the gross earnings into. the City 
Treasury. This was 3 per cent. fon the 
first eight years, 4 per cet. for the 
second eight, and 5 per cent. for the 
last nine. Cash fares were to stand at 
5 cents. Cars going over crossings 
were compelled to stop for transfers 
if the transferring car was within 
300 «feet. 
“In any city there are always many 
.Strangers who would not bother about 
purchasing tickets, and these, ] be- 
lieve, should pay the full’ 5-cent fare. 
It does not matter to them, they are 
merely transient visitors, they pay no 
taxes and yet enjoy the taxpayers’ 
privileges, so why should they not 
help out the city in some way, as they 
certainly will do if a per cent. of the 
gross receipts is compelled to be 
turned over to municipal treasury. 
“Well, there was an elght. months’ 
fight on this ordinance. Finally, by a 
political job, it was defeated, and that 
was the last Cleveland heard of three- 
cent fares until the arising of Tom 
Johnson.

RUBBER CULTURE. 


The New York Commercial described 
mot long ago, the destructive methods 
by those engaged im the rub- 
ber jndustry im the far-easgfern coun- 
tries, It is now ery gegerally ad- 
mtigd in the rubBer trad@ that tre 
rubber plantg@—take the industry‘ the 
worl@ over—are heing destroyed far 
more rapidly than. they cre growing, 
and that the sources of rubber are i1 
danger of being depleted. Fffcrts are 
being m&@e to avert this danger. At- 
tempts to o plantatiogs ani cul- 
tivate rubber South America have 
thus Yap not been very egecosrful, 
thawgh it is probable that the experi- 
*@ngo ee te now ulres 
pr every ten of cellected 
150 plants shall be set out. Im this 
way the State hopes io repair in the 
rubber forests all the damage done 
to them by collectors. A number of 
companies on the Congo are also open- 
ing plantations for the cultivation of 
rubber. It will be very interesting 
to see how effective these two ex- 
pedients for remedying the evil may 
prove. One of the most energetic and 
powerful of the Congo companies in 
1899 began to clear land in-the virgin 
forest of the district of the equator. 
Upper Congo, for a rubber plantation. 
In March, last year, it had cleared 
and hoed about 490 acres. 
The cleared land was parceled into 
forty lots, each containing from two 
to fifteem acres, and bananas, the cof- 
fee shrub and cacao, and bread fruit 
trees were planted on the borders of 
these patches. Seven and a half acres 
were reserved for a nursery and 500 
well-prepared beds, separated by nar- 
row paths from one another, were 
laid out. Then the seeds of man 
rubber plants obtained from nearl 
all the rubber-growing regions of the 
world were planted. Beds were also 
reserv for European vegetables, and 
other useful plants; but the main ob- 
Jeet was to test the value in tropical 
Africa of many different specigs of 
rutber planis growing in other coun- 
tries and also indigenous rubber plants 
to determine which varieties are best 
adapted for cultivation. At last ac- 
counts many black men were still ex- 
tending the cle@red area. The forest 
growth is quite dense and it is no easy 
natter to clear even one acre of land.

VEER WRECK CHOKES 
TUNNEL AT SANGUS. 


THREE HUGE OIL CARS OFF TRACK 
IN THE CURVED MIDDLE. 


Traffic Over Southern Part of Southern 
Pacific Valley Line Completely Blocked 
but Through Trains Proceed by Coast 
Route. 


A peculiar wreck occurred on the 
Southern Pacific road at 1:40 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon in Tunnel No. 24 
at Saugus. It blocked traffic com- 
pletely for twenty-four hours. 

The wrecked train was the second 
section of through eastern freight, No. 
3254 and the trouble was caused by 
one of the huge new double ofl cars 
jumping the track in about the middle 
of the tunnel. 

There is a considerable incline in 
the grade through the tunnel, and 
about the center there is a curve. Here 
the big oH car left the track and de- 
railed two others. The three big tanks 
were jammed across the road, com- 
pletely blockading the passage. Sev- 
eral cars behind added to the impact, 
making the wreck a hard one to handle. 
The tunnel is only about three hundred 
feet long, and is located just beyond 
the railroad yards at Saugus. 

The steam wrecker and crew was 
sent out from Los Angeles at 4 o'clock 
yesterday aft@noon, and it was ex- 
pected the track would be cleared 
early this morning. No one was hurt 
in the wreck, but the tunnel timbers 
were considerably damaged. 

The “Owl” and a special orange 
train were diverted to the Coast route 
last night. The train leaving Los An- 
geles yesterday at 12:10 Is held at 
Saugus until the track is cleared. 

The Southern Pacific has extra de-
